MENINGITIS. 
OUTBREAK. 


Mortality Not 
Abnormally High.- 


Mr. M. K. Lo, pursuant to notice, 
asked questions concerning the 
meningitis scare at yesterday's 
meeting of -the Sanitary Board.

A—The incubation period is un- 
known, It is probably not more 
than ten days, usually stated idbe 
four to five days, but the evidence 
un which this estimate is based is 
inconclusive. The initial symptoms 
ure generally influenzal in type 
varying in geverity with the 
severity of the attack. Headache 
of varying intensity is a constant 
feuture. 

More Serum Being Manufactured. 

(3) Whether there is a sufficient 
supply of anti-Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis serum in the Colony? 

A.—The Hon. Director of Medi- 
cal and Sanitary Services informs 
me as follows:—-There is sufficient 
serum for ‘three hundred cases in 
stock at the ‘Bacteriological In- 
stitute. More is, being manufac- 
tured. 


Mr. Lo then asked _twé supple- 
mentary questions.

(a)—As regards the serum in 
stock in Hong Kong, is it prepared 
lecally and how long docs it retain 
its efficacy?

Their Lives. 


USE OF DRUGS. 


The plea for Euthanasia (“easy 
death”) in cases of painful and In- 
curable discase which was made by 
Dr, C. Killick Maltard ‘in his pre- 
gidential address before the Society 
of Medical Officers of Health last 
Meober is emphatically pndorsed 
by Sir Arbuthnot Taue. 

In a foreword, to the printed 
address, by the C. W. Daniel Com- 
‘pany (28, net), Sir Arbuthnot 
points out that animals were not 
permitted by law to continue in 
their sufferings, and yet, in the 
case of the human: subject, fow- 
wer intenge the suffering and how- 
over hopeless the condition, the un- 
forunate individual “praying and 
Icnging for death can find no relief 
from his agony except the very tem- 
poracy alleviatior afforded by 
opium or other narcotic drugs.” 

That medical men suffering from 
cancer or other painful diseases 
have terminated their own lives, 
he continues, is well known. 

“They, realising from experience 
how. long they may be tortured and 
in agony, possessing & knowledge 
of which the lay sufferer is for- 
tunately ignoraaf, telescope the 
duration of a life of pain and 
misery.” 

The pamphlet also. contains the 
daft of a Bill which it Is proposed 
to introduce into Parliament, pro- 
viding for the granting of permits 
“which will render it legal for per- 
aons who are certified to be sufter- 
ing from incurable, fatal, and pain- 
ful disease to receive Euthanasia, 
if they so desire, and thus to 
shorten the severe physical suffer- 
ing entailed by certain forms of 
disease.” 

Numerous safeguards against 
abuse are embodied in the draft 
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WATER RETURN.
